OUR ANSWER TO A CLERGYMAN 

Recently OUR SUNDAY VISITOR was requested by a 
Protestant clergyman to open a discussion of six points relat- 
ag to Christian beliefs and practices. We answered the 
reverend gentleman as follows: hts? a. e 
Replying to your favor of February 19th., let me say: 
Space in our small four page paper is too limited for the 
conduct of a discussion, which would be very unsatisfactory 


Ii it were too much abbreviated. 


To our mind there is only one point that needs defense, 
and that is the promises of Christ in relation to His Church. 
If He told the truth when He sald that He would be with it 
all days; that He would send the Holy Ghost to keep the 
Church in truth; when He declared that the gates of hell 
would never prevail against the Church, then that Church did 
not fall into error in the sixteenth century or any other cen- 
tury. If it fell into error, then all the solemn promises of 
Christ were broken and He could not have been God. 

How would you go about proving any of the points which 
you propose for discussion? Surely not by the Bible, whose 
reliability depends entirely on the infallible authority of the 
Catholic Church. There is absolutely no way of proving that 
the writings of the Bible, which were handed down through 
the centuries by the Church, are inspired but by the argu- 
ment that “the Catholic Church said so”. We are consistent 
believers in the Bible; but no one else is who rejects the auth- 
ority of the Catholic Church. The Greeks, whose religion is a 
thousand ‘years older than any form of Protestantism, believe 
precisely as we do concerning the Holy Eucharist, the venera- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin and the saints, concerning Con- 
fession, Purgatory, etc. This shows that belief in these things 
was the prevalent belief of the Christian Church for more 
than a thousand years before Luther. If it was the prevalent 
belief, it must have been the correct belief, or Christianity 
itself would have deserted its Founder. 

Any arguments which you might present would be re- 
garded as your personal arguments, while those which we 
would present would bo regarded as official. There certainly 
cannot be any official Lutheran Church which is split up into 
more than twenty divisions. We know that the Missouri 
Synod, which is the stronest branch in this region, disowns 
many of the other branches. 

We are pleased to note that you belong to the soul of the 
true Church; that is, that you are not opposing divine light 
and guidance, but would welcome it in order to be led to 
thorough conviction. The Catholic Church counts a great 
many converts who were of the world’s most brilliant minds, 
and they enjoy perfect conviction and peace after their con- 
versions. 


NEED OF THE CATHOLIC PRESS

His confessor was Blessed 
Amadeus of Portugal, a man of extra- 
ordinary sanctity. 

Pope Sixtus IV was greatly devoted 
to the Blessed Virgin and restored 
many churches in her honor, among 
them Santa Maria del Popolo-——Cardi- 
nal Mundelein’s Titular Church in 
Rome—which he visited weekly and 
where he pontificated frequently. It 
was his favorite church. His two 
nephews, Cardinals Christofero Della 
Rovere and Girolamo Basso Della 
Rovere, have their monuments in this 
church. He enriched the shrine of 
Loretto and Gehazzano; promoted the 
‘devotion to the Holy Resary; and in- 
stituted the Feast of the Visitation. 
In 1475 he approved a special office of 
the Immaculate Conception. 

Sixtus IV had his shortcomings, but 
historians state that in his private life 
he was blameless and did many 
praiseworthy deeds. He died August 
12, 1484, He was buried in St. 
Peter's. In 1527 his tomb was vio- 
lated during the sack of Rome. A 
superb monument in St. Peter's 
‘church in Rome marks his tomb. In 
'1928 his bronze sarcophagus was 
transferred to the Museo Petriano.
